intend to keep raising his case in all appropriate fora until 
satisfactory response is received. 

We recognize that, so far, the case of Raoul Wallenberg ha 
not benefited from qlasnosf . It is our hope that the 
positive internal changes within the Soviet Union we have 
witnessed in the past three years will continue and lead to a 
resolution of the many outstanding questions about Raoul 
Wallenberg. We certainly hope that if Raoul Wallenberg is 
still alive our efforts will bear fruit while he is still able 
to return to his loved ones and friends. 

This Administration will continue the efforts of previous 
administrations to urge the Soviet Government to clarify the 
fate of this brave man.
